woman stenographer employed by the 


Iron. Workers’ Union ‘because she 
knew ,tgo much,’’ were related at the 
“dynamite conspiracy” trial today by 
Frank Eckhoff. 

‘Eckhoff, a neighbor and friend of the 
the McNamara family in Cincinnati, tes- 
tified that two weeks after the Luvs 
Angeles explosion he was sent by J. 
J. McNamara to the home of Mrs. Alice 
Nabb, McNamara’s sigter, at Ballagh, 
Neb. 

‘I met James B.,’’ said Eckhoff. ‘He 
had disguised himself as much as-po3- 
sible and he appeared desperate and 
talked of killing himself. Then he ask- 
ed me if I noticed in the newspapers 
whether people thought the explosion 
was caused by escaping gas in the base- 
ment. 

Wanted to Kill Miss Dye. 

“One thing he said he wanted done 
was to kill Miss Mary C. Dye, a sten- 
ographer at union headquarters in 
Indianapolis. He said she knew too 
much about.dynamiting, and he pro- 
posed to talk to J. J. about having 
her gotten out of the way. 

“He said he thought it would be a 
good idea to follow her on a train 
and put a small bomb under her 
timed so that it would explode after 
I got off the train. 

“At the Nabb home was J. B.’s 
mother and Howard Nabb, his broth- 
er-in-law. The mother wanted to 
know what her son was worrying 
about: He told lier it was only a. lit- 
tle trouble about union affairs. The 
next day I started with J. B. for In- 
dianapolis by the way of Omaha and 
Chicago. We remained about four 
hours in Chicago.” 

Eckhoff said he refused to enter 
into the plan to put a bomb under 
Miss Dye. 

Miss -Dye, who lives in Pittsburg, 
recently identified hundreds of let- 
ters introduced by the Government 
as implicating the 45 defendants in a 
conspiracy. 


Rought Clocks by Dozen.

Rescinding Action Gives $40,000’ 


for Five Baths in Congested 
Central Districts. 


The City Council voted Friday to 
rescind its action when it defeated, a 
“week ago, two bills appropriating $40,000 
for the completion of a public bath- 
house at Twentry-third and O’Falion 
streets and the construction of another 
in the Mullanphy Playgrounds Park. 
By a vote of 10 to three the Council 
passed both bills. 

Two influences helped bring about the 
change. One was the lobbying of Dele- 
gae James J. Gallagher for the bills. 
and the other was letters of protest 
from the St. Louis Medical Society, the 
Wednesday Club and the Socia! Service 
Conference. 

Delegate Gallagher was on the floor 
of the Council talking to the members 
earnestly and urging them to vote for 
the bathhouses, 

“The people of my ward need the 
bathhouses,” Gallagher agaid to the 
Counciimen. ‘“‘They have no baths in 
their homes, and gee, but it’s tough -to 
be without a bath up there in het 
weather. 

“A lot of you fellows voted against 
the bill because you don’t like Miss 
Charlotte Rumbold, who found the 
money from unspent’ appropriations 
which she is asking for in these bills, 
Now, you don’t like Miss Rumbold any 
more than I do, but I didn’t think you 
fellows were narrowmindéd enough to 
let your enmity for Miss Rumbold in- 
fluence you to vote to deprive the poor 
people of the congested districts of the 
pleasure of swimming around in free 
bathing pools.” 

Gallagher’s argument, and the pro- 
in killing the bills, resulted in Coun 
cilman Caulfield, Who voted against it 
a week ago, moving to reconsider it.

House of Delegates Stands Pat 
—Hale Obtains More Time 
for Consideration. 


The House of Delegates, Friday even- 
ing, by a vote of 17 to 6, refused to 
amend the fortune teller bill so as 
specafically to exempt Spiritualists. The 
clause prohibiting the use of signs and 
advertising was stricken out on the 
advice of City Counsellor Walther, who 


ave an opinion that it was of doubt- 


ful legality. Final action on the Dill 
was deferred a week to have it print- 
ed and give Delegate Hale time to 
study it. 

A delegation of Spiritualists appeared 
before the Legislation Committee in the 
afternoon and persuaded the committee 
to recommend an amendment exempting 
any ordained and accredited minister of 
any organized religious body and pru- 
viding that the bill would not apply to 
the faith, practice or the teaching 
thereof. The Spirtualists attended the 
meeting and worked diligently for their 
amendment, but failed. 

Hale Deprecates Hasty Action, 

Delegate Hale objected to hasty ac- 
tion. He wanted time to study the 
bill. As a lawyer he took issue with 
City Counsellor Walther on the right 
of the city to regulate and suppress 
fortune telling. He had read the sec- 
tion of the City Code on which the bill 
was based and could not find anything 
like that in it. Delegate Gregory 
brought a copy of the code and read 
the section, which specifically gives the 
city this right. He laid the code before 
Hale and waited until Hale had read 
it. Hale explained that he had to look 
out for his legal reputation as well us 
his political reputation. 

Delegate Eilers called attention to the 
danger of fortune tellers getting together 
and organizing themselves into a relig- 
ious body and calling themselves minis- 
ters, if the amendment sought by the 
Spiritvalists was adopted. Delegate 
Lawton said he had no doubt that 
‘these burglars, thieves and robbers’ 
would go right ahead and organize them- 
selves into a church,

“General, a word with you.” 
Before the soldiers, the King 
stripped the epaulettes from the of- 
ficer’s uniform. The General sa- 
luted the King and shot himself. 
The Sixth Regiment is composed 
of the elite of Sofia, being com- 
prised of artists, lawyers, actors 
and business men.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. %.—An 
‘armistice with the Bulgarians will in 
all probability be arranged within the 
next few days and this will be followed 
by direct negotiations for peace. 

The Ottoman Government fully re- 
alizes that further resistance can only 
prejudice the position of Turkey still 
more while ifs outcome is extremely 
problematical and might lead to even 
more humiliation, 

Reports from unofficial sources give 
the peace terms as follows: 

Surrender of the Tchatalja army and 
its withdrawal, guarded by Bulgarians. 

Evacuation by Turkey of Adrianople, 
Monastir, Scutari and Janina. 

Payment of a war indemnity. 

Surrender of conquered territory. 

Internationalization of Constantino- 
ple. : 

Opening of the Dardanelles and mak- 
ing Saloniki a free port. 

Exchange of prisoners of war. 

Since Bulgaria already has expressed | 
a willingness to leave the status of 
Constantinople and the Dardanelles to 
the powers, says the correspondent, the 
fifth and sixth clauses of the terms as 
reported here, appear improbable, 

Hitherto only a féw of the soldiers 
badly wounded in battle have arrived 
here. A number of the invalided men 
are infected by gangrene and blood 
poisoning. 

Physicians say that many of the 
wounds have been self-inflicted. None 
of the cholera patients are sent to the 
city, but little precaution is taken to 
prevent refugees bringing in the dis- 
ease. 

Fugitives continue to crowd around 
the city walls. Trainloads of them are 
being sent daily into Asia Minor. 

Many of the foreign residents who 
were willing to risk the chance of a 
fanatical outbreak are departing be- 
cause of the cholera. The departure of 
prominent members of the Young Turk 
party is considered by many as fore- 
shadowing a possible return of the old 
regime. 





Turkish Ambassador Gets Photo- 
graphs. Showing Balkan Atrovlties, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Copies of 

photographs purporting to show the 

atrocities practiced in the present war 
between Turkey and the Balkin States 
were received at tiie Turkish Embassy 
today. One picture depicts a Turkish 
soldier, captured by the Montenegrins, 
with his nose and lips backed away 

Pictures of other mutilated suldiers were 

in the collection. 





400,000 Men in Battle Line 
Miles Long. 

VIENNA, Nov. 16.—The corresponde it 
of the Neue Freiepresse telegraphs his 
paper as follows: 

“North of the Tchatalja lines Mhcedo- 
nian volunteers have captured the town 
of Derkos and also are besieging Aik 
Bunar and Agacla. In the center the 
Bulgarians have succeeded in captur- 
ing various positions and in breakin; 
through the chain of defenses. An ar- 
tillery duel is raging. — 

“On the southern wing the Bulgarians 
have considerable difficulties. to over- 
come. Their advance is impeded by ex. 
tensive swamps and the Bulgarians 
therefore are directing the whole force 
of their attack upon the center. 

“The entire battle line is about 15 
miles long. There are 200,000 men on 
each side. This means about eight mei 
to every yard, so that tactical move- 
ments are impossible and the batti!e 
necessarily will assume the character «f 
savage butchery. 

“The losses are enormous, especially ov 
the Turkish side. As the troops driven 
back in disorder are fleeing down the 
spurs on the Tchatalja side of the 
heights, they are pursued by the Bul- 
garians who pour a pitiless artillery 4 
‘fire into them.”’
